State May Increase Size 
Of Legal Trout Taken 


A recent suggested increase inj 30 p.m. Ali interested groups 


are expected to send delegates 
to that meeting. 

Other suggested changes in- 
clude a ban against so-called 
“hardware” fishing lures in cer- 
tain areas, a regulation against 
all-night fishing for trout, and a 
decrease in the creel limit. 

Another possible change, sug- 
gested by institute officials, was 
a possible later general opening 
of the trout season, perhaps mov- 
ing it to the second Saturday in 
May. 


At present, the season opens 
the last Saturday in April. In- 
sstitute studies show that from 

April until July, trout grow ra- 
pidly and recover condition 
quickly after the lean months 
of winter. 


“Fly-fishing only” regulations 
have not been included in any dis- 
cussion of proposed changes, and 
commissioners emphasize that this 
sort of regulation is not on the 
horizon, At the same time, they 
point out that proposed changes do 
not inelude a ban on the use of 
artificial baits for fall rainbow 
fishing. :
